EASTERN ROADS 
TO CUT WAGES; 
GOES TO BOARD 


New York, Nov. 10.—[Special.]—In 
a resolution passed today at the Metro- 
politan club members of ‘the eastern 
presidents’ conference decided to notify 
the employés on all roads in the east- 
ern classification territory that wages 
would be reduced. : 

This means, inasmuch as it is a 
certainty that the men will reject the 
proposed cut, that that matter wil: 
again go before the railway labor 
board. 

The employés will be notified within 
the next two or three days that the 
10 per cent cut will take effect thirty 
days from date of notice. 

When the last railway wage cut was 
announced, in June, 1921, only 687,000 
men were employed in the eastern dis. 
trict. This number has since been in. 
‘creased until now more than a million 
men will be affected. The yearly sav- 
ing is expected to be $300,00¢,000.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 10—Mid- 
night.—At, fifteen minutes of 12 the 
last of the line of marchers passed 
the bier of the unknown soldier and 
the doors were closed. This was 
because the police, at 10:30 p. m, 
had roped off a vast number who it 
was known could not get in. Cap- 
itol police estimated that 90,000 
persons had filed through the rotun- 
da during the day. 


Washington, D. Nov. 10.—[By 
the Associated Press.J—A river of hu- 
manity, American men, women, and

Crew Wins 
in Thrilling

Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 10.—Fire 
started in the forward compartment 
of the submarine L-6 today while the 
craft was ten fathoms (sixty feet) 
below the surface on a test run from 
San Diego to Los Angeles and fifteen 
miles from the latter. Six members 
of the crew and the commander, Lieut. 
M. V. Stonestreet, were either serious- 
ly burned or overcome by smoke and 
gas.y 

Only a hard fight and a quick rise 
to the surface saved the lives of the 
twenty-two men aboard. Several men 
were overcome fighting the fire before 
the forward compartment -was locked. 
Then the craft reached the surface, all 
the crew able to get above were or- 
dered to the deck, and a fifteen mile 
race for the shore and safety was be- 
gun. Gas and flame belched from the 
oren hatches as the boat drove ahead. 

Other vessels hurried to the rescue 
as the submarine entered San Pedro 
harbor, but it continued with = un- 
checked speed until the submarine 
base had been reached There sailors, 
with gas helmets, went into the hold 
and carried out the injured.

NEAR ON PERMIT | 


FOR FIGHT FILMS 


“How Did Rickard Get 
It?” Is Query. 


How “Tex” Rickard, through the 
aid of a legal opinion approved by 
Corporation Counsel Ettelson, was able 
to pry from his path the city censor- 
ship ordinance [expressly forbidding 
the showing of an “ unlawful act” on 
the screen], in order to exhibit the 
‘Dempsey-Carpentier fight pictures in 
Chicago, is to be made the subject of 
a request for an aldermanic inquiry. 

Ald. George M. Maypole, admitting 
that he is himself a fight fan, but 
declaring that he is also desirous of 
seeing ‘an impartial and rigorous en- 
forcement of the law,” announced yes- 
terday that he will ask for the coun- 
cil investigation. At the same time 
he shed new light on the interest 
taken by the city law department in 
Rickard’s attempts to obtain a permit 
for the films, though repeatedly turned 
down by Chief of Police Fitzmorris. 

The Astute Mr. Rickard. 

Before the permit question reached 
Mr. Ettelson officially Rickard applied 
to Schuyler & Weinfeld, former law 
partners of Mr. Ettelson, for advice. 
Mr. Ettelson’s opinion followed closely 
the lines of legal advice handed out 
by his old law firm. 

In view of Mr. Ettelson’s opinion, no- 
tice was served on Chief Fitzmorris 
yesterday that application will be made 
for a permit to show the pictures of 
the Jeffries-Johnson fight, held July 4. 
1910. These pictures were barred ir 
Chicago in view of the state law pro- 
hibiting prize fighting. 

“I’m in sympathy with boxing and 
I would like to see it legalized, but I 
don’t see why Rickard has any more 
rights in Chicago than any other pro- . 
motor,” Ald. Maypole declared. 

“Why Mr. Breen’s Interest?” 

“TI have investigated the issuance of 
this permit to Rickard. I find that 
Acting Corporation Counsel James VW.

ALLIANCE WITH 


Coriference to Scrap 
: Famous Treaty.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—[Sne- 
cial.J]—The Anglo-Japanese alliance, in 
the forrn that has. made it objection- 
able to the United States and the Brit. 
ish overseas dominions, will not sur- 
vive the conference on limitation of 
armaments, 
If the conference succeeds in estab- 

lishing an understanding among Great | 
Britain, Japan, and the United States 


questions, the alliance will be scrapped 
completely. 

If the conference fails to establish 
such an understanding, the alliance 
will be modified so as to eliminate its 
military features, if not supplanted 
entirely ha 8 purely commercial agree- 
ment. 

I am enabled to make this forecast 
on the eve of the assembling of the 
conference in which the fate of the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance is the great 
overshadowing question. | 


Basis of Coéperation. 

The information there presented is 
already in possession of the American 
delegation and has been communicated 
to President Harding. It may be stat-— 
ed that it has gone far toward furnish; 
ing a basis for close coitperation be 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain in the momentous deliberations 
about to begin. 

The British are coming to| the con- 
ference demanding no quid pro quo for 
abandoning the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance, such as an agreement by the 
United States to enter into an alliance 
with Great Britain and Japan as has 
been represented in some 
Mr. Lloyd George threw out the sug- 
gestion of such an alliance, but it is 
now realized in London that the 
American people. never would consent 
to it. 

Abrupt Ending Impracticable. 

The British have been hard pressed 
by their dominions to abrogate the 
alliance with Japan, but they cannot 
bring themselveg to the point of doing 
it bluntly. The Japanese aided Great 
Britain in the war and to hand them 
their hats now appeals to the British 
as poor sportsmanship.

Balfour Recalls Previous Visit. 

The Rt. Hon. Arthur Balfour, acting 
head of the British delegation, arrived 
today, and was met at the railway 
station by Secretary of State Hughes. 
Later Mr. Balfour called on President 
Harding and at the state department. 
Speaking of the conference Mr. Bal- 
four said: | 

“It is more than four years since I 
left this well remembered scene. It 
vfis a most critical stage in the great 
war. I little thought when I took 
leave on this platform of those from 
whom I had received guch endless kind- 
ness that I should again be called 
upon to revisit it as the representative 
of Great Britain; still less did I think 
that three years after the armistice 
was signed our whole thoughts wou! 
still be directed toward completing the 
work of peace. But so it is. Nothing 
could less resemble the work that had 
to be done in 1917 than the work in 
which we are all concerned in 1921. 

Victories of Peace Difficult. 

“Yet they are not only intimately 
connected, but they form part of the 
same great international endeavor, and 
he would be a rash prophet who would 
say that the victories of peace are 
easier of attainment than the victories 
of war. But surely we may approach 
these new labors in a spirit of confi. 
dence and high hope. 

“We must not indeed either ask for 
or expect the impossible,

dent we shall -be fortunate enough to 
attain it.

Today is celebrated the end of the greatest con. 
flict in human history. Only the future can read 
ites full meaning in the fulfillment of final conse- 
quences. But it is not uncertain that Nov. 11, 
1918, marked a turning point in the destiny of 
mankind and will be underlined in its annals with 
Marathon and Salamis, with Zama and Tours and 
Waterloo. 
 While-we are too close to this event to measure. 
its scope, we can at least see that it has a signifi- 
cance greater and more complicated than the over- 
throw of one military power by another. We are 
aware that its effects, like its origins, run deep 
into the sources of civilized society. Vast ma-

As a rule they call for no treatment. 
It may be well to keep them greased. 
Sometimes capable physicians remove 
them with X-rays, radium, or carbonic 
snow. 

As a rule they should not be tampered 
with.

»justified. If, however, such a patch 
changes its character, if it becomes red 
or hard or oozes or ulcerates until a hole 
is formed, or becomes sore or painful, 
the chance is very strong that it has 
changed or is changing into a skin can- 
cer.

IS THE FOREST SERVICE 
IN DANGER? 


Former Chief Forester Graves, writing in Amer- 


a ican Forestry for October, says there is danger that 


“the forestry service will be taken away from the 
department of agriculture and placed in a new de- 
* partment of public works. 


-@uch a proposal certainly does not commend 


itself offhand, and Dr. Graves advances so many 
weighty reasons against it that if it is being 
seriously considered its proponents will have to 
support it with weightier reasons. The basic ob- 
jection which will prestnt itself to every friend 
and student of forestry is that forestry is in fact 
a branch of agriculture. Forests are not public 
works, and the engineering point of view which 
must predominate in a department of public works 
is not one which should control forestry policy. 
There are engineering aspects of forestry, but they 
are of secondary importance. It is asa part of our 
agricultural and rural policy that forestry must 
develop and its problems should be considered from 
that viewpoint. 
Dr. Graves says “the task of forestry is so intl- 
mately related to the agricultural development of 
‘the country that it cannot be successfully worked 
out as an undertaking separate from agriculture.” 
In the long run, he predicts, fuliy 60 per cent of 
the forests of the country will be in relatively small 
holdings and must be developed in correlation with 
the intermingled farm lands. We may add that 
not only as to total extent but as to quality of 
timber these small holdings are the more important 
phase of forestry. | | 
It is true, of course, that forestation has an im- 
portant bearing on drainage and the conservation 
' of interstate rivers. But, as Dr. Graves asserts, 
wthe two chief tasks in the administration of the 
“national forests are the production and use of trees 
“and the production and use of forage. A system of 
" administration has been built up based on 
secon knowledge, and this, of course, is an agri- 
Seulturel problem involving a knowledge and view- 
} point which the department of agriculture shares 
the forestry bureau.

True, 
he favors the beautiful ideals, in the 
abstract, of socialism, but hé knows that 
at present they are insanely impracti- 
cable. In a sense, he says, we are all 
ideal Socialists, but until some myste- 
rious agent transforms humar nature 
we can never be practical Socialists. For 
socialism im practice cannot work. Thus 
he is entirely out of sympathy with the 
Marxian Soctlalist party and the radical 
artificial means they would employ to 
try to force the growth of that most de- 
iberate plant, the millennium. He knows 
that social institutions are evolved, not 


| hand made, and theory, however saen- 


tific, can do no more than furnish what 
is often of necessity an unattainable 
ideal. And methods to be used in ap- 
proximating this ideal must conform to 
realities, not to theories. 

We can no more attain universal] broth- 
erhood by overthrowing the present po- 
litico-economic system, imperfect as it 
may be, than we could attain universal 
peace by crippling our country in a war 
not of its own seeking. 

At heart most of us are Socialists, in 
the higher meaning of the term, but few 
of us look upon Russia without realiz- 


more pernicious than direct action paci- 
fists. 

Wells knows al! these things and states 
them jn no uncertain terms in his fa- 
‘mous “ Outline.”

Indicted Twenty Month Ago. 


The indictments in the case were

—on Feb. 27, 1920, to be exact. The 
defendants are Daniel J. Schuyler Jr. 
and Charles Weinfeld, constituting .the 
law firm of Schuyler & Weinfeld. 


‘tion counsel on Nov. 8/ 1915, Samuel A. 
Ettelson was a member of this firm, 
which then bore the name of Schuyler, 
Weinfeld & Ettelson. The receipts of 
the firm upon which the prosecution 
is based began about two months later. 

For 1916, Mr. Schuyler paid an 
income tax of only $115.30. Mr. Wein- 
feld’s tax was $98.14. 
to the government’s contention, their 
schedules omitted large sums of money 
paid*to the firm in regular monthly 
payments during the year. There was 
no indication in tae statements made 
by the two attorneys to the govern- 
ment that any of these numerous pay- 
ments had been received. 

Claims Payments Not Income. 

Mr. Schuyler is the only one of the 
firm who has discussed these pay- 
+ments with newspaper men, but his in- 
terviews have been extremely guarded. 
He has confined himself to statements 
indicating that the payments were not 
scheduled as income because, strictly 
speaking, they were not income, but 
were funds placed in the hands of the 
firm solely for the purpose of passing 
them along to some one else. 

He never has disclosed who that 
“some one else” was and that is where 
the “political dynamite” is said to 
come in. Upon what seems wholly re- 
liable authority it has been said that 
most of these monthly payments were 
made by public utility companies and 
were nothing more nor less than po- 
litical contributions.

In celebration of the event and in 
reply to Mr. Crowe’s charges concern- 
ing gambling and vice, the chief made 
public a set of figures, prepared by 
the Chicago crime commission, on 
crime during the last’ half of his ré- 
gime. 

The first six month pfiod, he points 
out, also showed a decrease in crime. 
During that period the chief was en- 
gaged in revamping the police depart- 
ment turned over by former Chief 
Garrity and described by the crime 
commission as “disorganized.” The

GARDEN 


BY DRY SALT METHOD. 

When the dry salt method is used 
in preserving comparatively large 
quantities of vegetableg the material 
is packed with a small amount of com- 
mon salt. The vegetables are taken 
just as they come from the garden and 
washed and drained of surplus water 


‘and weighed. For every tifty pounds 
of vegetables one and a half pounds 


of salt will be needed with most vege- 
tables. 

In filling the container begin with a 
layer of vegetables in the bottom, 
sprinkle in a layer of dry salt, distrib- 
uting the pound and a half evenly as 
the container is being filled. If a 


keg is being used do not fill it more 


than two-thirds full. Then sprinkle g 
layer of salt on top and spread two 
thicknesses of cheese cloth over the 
vegetables and qek the cloth down 
around the edge. 

Lay a circular piece of plank two 
inches thick on top next to the cloth 
and weight it down with a clean stone 
or bricks. The weight extracts the 
juice from the vegetables, which mixes 
with the salt to form the brine. With- 
in a short time fermentation begins if 
the keg is allowed to stand in a room 
that is fairly warm. «The weights 
should be heavy enough tq keep the 
brin¢ standing over the material at all 
times. Bubbles that form on top mere- 
ly indicate that fermentation is taking 
place. 


The keg should be kept Jn a fairly 
cool place after fermentation ceases. ’ 
The air must be excluded to prevent 
fofmation of scum or mold. This is 
best done by pouring hot paraffin over 
the material. Fill in the space be- 


tween the edge of the round wooden 


top and the side of the keg with parag:- 
fin. 
Sometimes the head of The keg can 
be replaced, buf the paraffic exciudes 
the air more completely and it is more 
practical because it is easily removed 
when the material is to be used. Some 
use cottonseed oil, allowing it to float 
over the top to prevent air from reach- 
ing the brine. Scum and mold -must 
always be removed from the surface 
a paraffin or oil is put on.
